Puel: we 
are to 
blame 

CLAUDE Puel admitted 
Saints had nobody to 
blame but themselves as 
they now face a potential 
nine games in January 
following a 2-2 FA Cup 
draw at Norwich. 

Saints conceded two 
sloppy goals to lose a game 
they largely dominated 
at Carrow Road, and now 
have a replay to come at St 
Mary’s. 

Should Saints get 
through they will face a 
remarkable nine games in 
the space of this month, 
including the two legs of 
EFL Cup semi-final and 
some vital Premier League 
matches. 

Steven Naismith’s 
injury time equaliser 
was a sickener for Saints, 
but Puel was making no 
excuses. 

He said: “I think 
of course it’s a big 
disappointment because I 
have the feeling we control 
the game, we control the 
ball and we score two 
fantastic goals with Virgil 
and Maya. 

“We can do the most 
difficult we believe with 
the second goal and I think 
it’s our fault to give an 
opportunity in the last 
minute to this team to 
come back on the game. 

“It is a big 

disappointment and, I 
agree, with another game 
it is a strong January 
month and this is difficult. 

“They know this, all 
my players know this, 
because we make many 
games since the beginning 
of the season and one 
week it would have been 
interesting to recover but 
now this is not possible. 

“It is important to see 
the next game and to take 
game after game with 
a good concentration 
and not like the last five 
minutes and to try to have 
clean sheets and good 
results and step by step to 
make good work.”

Steven Naismith struck in injury 
time to add to Saints’ recent woes 
as they were held to a 2-2 draw by 
Championship side Norwich in 
the FA Cup third round. 

It had seemed as if Saints were 
going to put three consecutive de¬ 
feats behind them and head into 
the fourth round as centre halves 
Virgil van Dijk and Maya Yoshida 
scored either side of Steven Whit¬ 
taker converting from the penalty 
spot after a horrible error from 
debutante 19-year-old keeper Har¬ 
ry Lewis. 

However, Naismith had the final 
say and ensured Saints will have 
to suffer a replay they could well 
do without in an already packed 
January fixture schedule. 

Saints started on the front foot 
and nearly created something sig¬ 
nificant after just three minutes 
as Shane Long stood up a cross 
from the right by-line that even¬ 
tually fell to Dusan Tadic, but his 
shot was blocked. 

Harry Lewis was a spectator for 
the opening stages as Saints had

Alex Pritchard struck it on tar¬ 
get and, although it was a fairly 
routine save for Lewis down to 
his right, he dealt with it solidly, 
with confidence and showed no 
nerves on his debut. 

Pritchard had another chance 
from almost exactly the same spot 
on 14 minutes but this time it was 
an awful effort that sailed well 
over the bar. 

The game was fairly open with 
both sides willing play to the ball

He replaced Fraser Forster 
as Puel protected a few players 
ahead of the EFL Cup semi¬ 
final first leg against Liverpool. 

In defence, Virgil van Dijk 
returned from suspension and 
Ryan Bertrand from illness but 
want away Jose Fonte was not 
in the matchday squad. 

Oriol Romeu was rested while 
Shane Long led the line.

on the deck and pass it. 

Saints looked the stronger due 
to the extra quality in their ranks, 
and the fact they were getting 
runners breaking forward. 

Norwich created the next open¬ 
ing as Steven Naismith cut the 
ball back to Jonny Howson on the 
edge of the box but his shot was 
deflected wide. 

Tadic forced Michael McGovern 
into a first meaningful save on 20 
minutes with a curling left footed 
free kick from 25 yards out, but 
it was relatively central and the 


Norwich keeper dived to his right 
to push it away. 

Saints created a fantastic 
chance on 27 minutes as they 
went on a quick counter attack. 

A terrific pass from Josh Sims 
picked out the run of Long who 
had the chance to shoot on the 
half volley from inside the area 
but he fired across goal and over. 

Long managed to hit the target 
with a header ten minutes later 
but McGovern was able to turn it 
over the bar. 

There was nothing the Norwich 
stopper could to keep out Virgil 
van Dijk’s fantastic finish as the 
corner came back to Tadic on the 
right and he whipped in a cross. 

Van Dijk swivelled and hit a 
wonderful volley from the far 
edge of the six yard box that rock¬ 
eted into the opposite bottom cor¬ 
ner to give Saints the lead. 

That was the last significant 
action of the first half and with 
Saints having looked comfortable 
in defence for the vast majority 
of the game it gave them every 
chance of sealing a fairly routine 
win in the second period. 

Norwich showed their intent to 
try and get back into it just two 
minutes after the restart as Josh 
Murphy forced his way forward 
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Norwich keeper Michael McGovern punches clear from Josh Sims.

and lashed a shot into the side 
netting. 

Josh Sims became the first play¬ 
er to go in the book after kicking 
the ball away having been caught 
offside. 

Lewis had a nightmare moment 
as he took a heavy touch trying to 
control a standard back pass and 
it cost Saints their lead on 52 min¬ 
utes. 

Cameron Jerome had chased 
Lewis down and got ahead of 
him in the race to catch the ball 
after the loose touch. The Nor¬ 
wich striker was running out of 
the box but Lewis dived in from 
behind with a needless challenge 
and brought Jerome down. 

There was little debate over the 
award of a penalty from referee 
Chris Kavanagh and Lewis was 
unable to atone for the horror 
error, diving the wrong way as 
Steven Whittaker produced a cool 
finish from the spot. 

Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg tried to 
restore the advantage with a well 
struck from outside the area but 
it was straight at McGovern who 
held on. 

Puel made a double change on 
63 minutes in a bid to get the win 


with Oriol Romeu and Jay Rodri¬ 
guez replacing Long and Reed. 

McGovern was made to work 
hard to keep Saints out on 65 min¬ 
utes as Tadic hit an excellent half 
volley from just inside the area 
but the keeper dived to turn it 
over. 

Saints got the lead a minute 
later through a stunning header 
by Maya Yoshida. Norwich were 
briefly down to ten men with cen¬ 
tre half Timm Klose off the pitch 
receiving treatment and Saints 
took full advance with Yoshida 
arriving in the area to meet Hojb- 
jerg’s right wing cross with a bul¬ 
let header from eight yards out 
that arrowed through the arms of 
the helpless McGovern. 

Norwich made their first chang¬ 
es with Jacob Murphy and Ryan 
Bennett coming on for Josh Mur¬ 
phy and Klose. 

Rodriguez nearly sealed it as 
he broke forward and got in a left 
footed shot but it whistled wide of 
the near post. 

Both sides made their final 
change with 11 minutes remain¬ 
ing with Nathan Redmond get¬ 
ting a runout against his former 
club in place of Sims while Kyle

Lewis made a strong save at his 
near post to keep out a drilled ef¬ 
fort from Jacob Murphy as the 
Canaries chased an equaliser. 

The fourth official held up the 
board to show there would be 
four minutes of stoppage time for 


Saints to see out. 

They were unable to do that 
as Whittaker was given time to 
measure a right wing cross that 
was met by the head of Steven 
Naismith, totally unmarked in 
the area. He glanced a header into 
the far corner to seal a draw and 
a replay Saints could do without. 


Musa brace 
wins Cup tie 
for Leicester 

EVERTON 1 LEICESTER 2 

A quickfire brace from substitute 
Ahmed Musa saw Leicester come 
from behind to win 2-1 at Everton 
and book their place in the FA 
Cup fourth round. 

What had been a lacklustre third- 
round tie very much came to life 
just after the hour mark, with 
Romelu Lukaku’s close-range 
finish in the 63rd minute cancelled 
out three minutes later by one 
from Musa. 

Four minutes later, the Nigeria 
forward scored the winner with a 
cool strike as Everton - last 
season’s semi-finalists - were sent 
crashing out. 

Certainly, this all-Premier 
League clash took time to warm 
up. 

After Leonardo Ulloa glanced a 
header just wide of their goal in 
the fourth minute, Everton showed 
some early signs of threat as 
Lukaku and Enner Valencia each 
produced decent crosses that 
Ross Barkley and Seamus 
Coleman, respectively, were 
unable to finish. 

But the hosts then found 
themselves stifled for much of the 
rest of the first half by Leicester, 
while Foxes debutant Wilfried 
Ndidi had a shot low blocked and 
Demarai Gray was thwarted by 
Toffees goalkeeper Joel Robles. 

Musa was introduced to a 
contest that had been seriously 
low on entertainment in the 35th 
minute, replacing the injured 
Ulloa, before Everton started to 
look a bit more dynamic again 
towards the end of the first half. 

What appeared to be the best 
chance of the opening 45 minutes 
went unconverted by Lukaku in 
the 42nd as he headed wide at the 
far post after being teed up by 
Valencia, and the Belgium striker 
then tried his luck again moments 
later, firing a shot over from 
outside the box. 

Everton boss Ronald Koeman 
attempted to give his side added 
attacking impetus by bringing on 
Gerard Deulofeu for Mason 
Holgate as the second half got 
under way. 

And after one shot from Valencia 
was blocked and another 
acrobatically fired wide by the 
Ecuadorian - either side of Wes 
Morgan having a header saved by 
Robles - it was Deulofeu who 
provided the cross from which 
Lukaku tapped in to make it 1-0. 

But Leicester responded swiftly 
as Musa drew things level with a 
finish at the second attempt, 
bundling the ball in after it had 
initially hit the post following 
Gray’s delivery. 

And Musa then struck again 
within moments to stun Goodison 
Park, combining with Danny 
Drinkwater and slotting well past 
Robles. 

As the home side applied 
pressure in search of an equaliser, 
Kevin Mirallas - who had come on 
for Valencia - brought a good save 
out of Leicester goalkeeper 
Kasper Schmeichel. 

But it was too little too late from 
Everton, as Claudio Ranieri’s men 
closed out the victory. 
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Wolves stun 
Stoke with 
sharp play 

STOKE 0 WOLVES 2 

Wolves won an FA Cup tie for the 
first time in six years to stun Stoke 
2-0 at the bet365 Stadium. 

Well-taken goals from Helder 
Costa and Matt Doherty, who sealed 
the upset 10 minutes from time with 
a lovely free-kick, gave Wolves a first 
victory in the competition since 2011 
- the year that Stoke made the final 
under Tony Pulis. 

The Championship club looked 
sharper than their Premier League 
hosts from the outset and were 
dangerous on the break early on, 
and Stoke could not say they were 
not warned prior to going behind. 

Twice in the opening 10 minutes 
Jon Dadi Bodvarsson burst forward 
down the right before sending 
efforts narrowly wide of the far post. 

Stoke looked laboured but began 
to have some success out wide as 
the midway point of the first half 
approached, but the final ball from 
Xherdan Shaqiri and Marko 
Arnautovic could not find Peter 
Crouch. 

It had all been rather rushed and 
scrappy until Costa provided the 
first moment of class after 29 
minutes. He cut inside on the edge 
of the area and, after riding a 
challenge from Arnautovic, fired a 
shot into the bottom corner of the 
net, giving goalkeeper Lee Grant no 
chance. 

It was hard to argue Wolves 
deserved their lead and it was not 
until the 39th minute that Stoke 
mustered their first real attempt on 
goal. 

Ryan Shawcross won a header 
from Shaqiri’s corner but his effort 
looped over the crossbar. 

Stoke created another chance 
shortly afterwards when Arnautovic 
picked out Crouch with a lovely 
cross but the big striker put his 
volley over from just eight yards 
out. 

Some home fans booed their team 
off at half-time and manager Mark 
Hughes obviously was not happy 
with what he had seen in the first 
half either as he made two changes 
at the break, with Giannelli Imbula 
and Bojan replaced by Joe Allen and 
Charlie Adam. 

Bojan was already frustrated by a 
lack of starts, with a move away 
being mooted, and his 
representatives recently met with 
Hughes to discuss the issue. 

Whether this is the last we see of the 
Spaniard in a Stoke shirt remains to 
be seen. 

Adam was involved straight away, 
working Carl Ikeme with a deflected 
shot. Ikeme was about to become 
very busy and the Wolves 
goalkeeper produced fine saves to 
keep out driven efforts from 
Arnautovic and Ibrahim Afellay, 
before denying Crouch from close 
range. 

Allen was next to be frustrated by 
Ikeme as his shot was helped over 
the crossbar as Stoke piled on 
the pressure with 20 minutes 
remaining. 

However, the hosts’ hopes were 
dashed in the 80th minute when 
Bruno Martins Indi gave away a 
needless free-kick on the edge of 
his own area, fouling Bodvarsson, 
and Doherty clipped his shot 
perfectly over the wall and beyond 
Grant’s reach and into the back of 
the net. 

It was the cue for many Stoke 
supporters to exit, so those who left 
will not have seen Grant deny Nouha 
Dicko when one-on-one with the 
Wolves striker. 


Spitfires shot 



EASTLEIGH’S hopes of reaching 
the FA Cup fourth round for the 
first time in their history were 
sunk in a torrid first-half away at 
Brentford this afternoon. 

After succumbing to a tenth- 
minute penalty, Martin Allen’s 
men were blown away by their on- 
fire Championship hosts in the 
opening 45 minutes - albeit that 
Ayo Obileye’s goal offered them a 
glimmer of hope at 3-1. 

But given that the Spitfires trav¬ 
elled with a side ravaged by inju¬ 
ry, suspension and unavailability, 
they put in a good shift for their 
vocal club record travelling con¬ 
tingent who accounted for 1,428 
of the 7,537 crowd. 

In a rallying message to the fans 
manager Allen said he hadn’t 
slept for three days, trying to 
work out which team to select. 

When it arrived, the team sheet 
contained a fair few surprises 
with his two transfer-listed play¬ 
ers - defender Ayo Obileye and 
former Portsmouth targetman 
Ryan Bird - both named in the 
starting line-up. 

With loan goalkeeper Ryan Hud- 
dart returning to Arsenal, experi¬ 
enced former Barnet goalkeeper 
Graham Stack came straight in 
for his debut, with 19-year-old 
revelation Mark Childs dropping 
to the bench to sit alongside Jai 
Reason, Scott Wilson and Mikael 
Mandron. 

Luke Coulson, subject of a ru¬ 
moured £100,000 offer from a Foot¬ 
ball League club, started after be¬ 
ing left out of the squad for the 1-0 
National League win at Boreham 
Wood. 

It’s not often a manager gets a 
standing ovation from both sets 
of fans, but Griffin Park erupted 
in applause all round the ground 
as Eastleigh’s former Bees boss 
Martin Allen made an emotional 
return to the club where he was 
such a popular figure a decade 
ago. 

Lining up a back three of Adam 
Dugdale, Gavin Hoyte and Connor 
Essam, Allen deployed Michael 
Green and Wolves loanee Hakeem 
Odoffin in wing-back roles, while 
Obileye added height and power 
to midfield. 

But, for all Allen’s meticulous 
planning, the game got off to a 
disastrous start for Eastleigh as 
they suffered a huge double ham¬ 
mer blow with six minutes gone. 

With their defence undone by 
a simple ball through for Lasse 
Vibe, the Brentford frontman was 
bundled over by debutant Stack 
at the expense of a penalty and, 
to make matters worse, Hoyte - 
dogged by injury at his previous 



club Barnet - appeared to pull a 
muscle as he stretched to chal¬ 
lenge the Bees no21. 

There was a delay as Hoyte re¬ 
ceived treatment and Jai Reason 
eventually came on the replace 
him, but that proved no distrac¬ 
tion for Yoann Barbet who sent 
Stack the wrong way from the 
penalty spot. 

The Spitfires had their first 
sight of goal on 15 minutes when 
Essam headed Green’s right-wing 
corner wide, but an already dif¬ 
ficult task was about to become 


even trickier for the non-League 
visitors as the busy Bees extend¬ 
ed their lead two minutes later. 

It was a goal of beauty too as 
Romaine Sawyers deliciously 
chipped in a cross from the right 
of the area for Tom Field to meet 
with a diving far-post header - his 
first goal for the club. 

Eastleigh earned themselves a 
free-kick wide left when James 
Constable was held back and 
Coulson’s delivery was not far 
away from Obileye’s outstretched 
leg. 


But, in scrambling the ball 
clear, Brentford launched a per¬ 
fect counter-attack and scored a 
23rd-minute third right under the 
noses of the Eastleigh fans, still 
singing their hearts out in the 
Brook Road Stand. 

Josh McEachran provided the 
assist and Vibe did the honours 
beating Stack with a cracking fin¬ 
ish with the outside of his boot. 

A lesser team might have crum¬ 
bled, but not so Eastleigh who 
gutsily pulled a goal back with 29 
minutes gone.

Bird’s endeavour earned them 
a corner which was dangerously 
swung in by Coulson. Bees stop¬ 
per Daniel Bentley missed his 
punch and the ball fell straight to 
OBILEYE to sweep home. 

That boosted the Spitfires 
who enjoyed their best spell of 
the game with James Consta¬ 
ble hooking a shot wide and one 
flowing move, begun by Obileye’s 
long ball forward to Bird, end¬ 
ed with Green getting in a fine 
cross on the overlap resulting in 
a corner.

25 yards for 5-1 to Brentford - and 
you shuddered to think what it 
might have been had the Bees top 
scorer Scott Hogan been playing.

It was all Brentford at the start 
of the second half - Sawyers go¬ 
ing closest with a 52nd-minute 
fired wide after Eastleigh had 
manfully blocked a volley of 
shots. 


The Bees then looked for a pen¬ 
alty when Green brushed past 
McEachran inside the area, but 
their appeals were ignored by ref¬ 
eree Peter Bankes. 

On 55 minutes the Spitfires 
made their second substitution 
when Constable made way for 
pacy frontrunner Scott Wilson 
and, five minutes later, Mikael 
Mandron joined Wilson up top as 
a replacement for Bird. 

Those changes breathed new 
life into the Spitfires as they hit 
back with a spate of chances. 

John Egan came to Brentford’s 
rescue with a goalline clearance 
from Scott Wilson before Obileye 
headed a big chance over from a 
corner. 

The Bees, though, continued 
to cause havoc as an end to end 
game unfolded and it needed a 
strong hand by Spitfires keeper 
Stack to turn away a stinging shot 
by sub Josh Clarke. 

Stack saved again and again, 
this time more comfortably from 
Vibe and McEachran, while Jota 
appealed in vain for a penalty, 
convinced he had been clipped as 
he was about to pull the trigger. 

Brentford’s blanket pressure 
gave Eastleigh openings on the 
break and on 79 minutes Man¬ 
dron was desperately unlucky to 
be crowded out as he looked to get 
on the end of Wilson’s delivery 
from the right. 

Essam required treatment af¬ 
ter falling awkwardly inside the 
Eastleigh area but when Coulson 
went down, apparently hurt, a 
few minutes later, there was no 
sympathy from the Bees fans who 
booed him as he bounced back 
into action. 

Eastleigh had defended like 
Trojans to keep a second-half 
clean sheet and they so nearly got 
a second goal themselves in the 
dying seconds when Jai Reason’s 
delightful chip from 25 yards so 
nearly caught Bentley out, but the 
keeper managed to get a hand to it 
and turn it away.

MARTIN Allen was not 
convinced that the penalty 
that put Eastleigh on the 
slippery slope to a 5-1 FA 
Cup defeat at Brentford this 
afternoon should have been 
given. 

But Allen, who managed 
the Bees a decade ago and 
came out to a remarkable 
standing ovation from the 
home fans, felt his old club 
were fully deserving of their 
place in the fourth round. 

Brentford opened the 
scoring just ten minutes 
in after Eastleigh’s debut¬ 
making keeper Graham 
Stack had been deemed to 
have bundled over Lasse 
Vibe. 

Allen said: “A Conference 
club against a Championship 
club was always going to be 
hard, whatever the weather, 
whatever the day, whatever 
the club. 

“The Brentford players 
were quicker and sharper 
and some of their movement 
was quite outstanding. 

“Brentford put in a decent

performance, but I think 
they got a big break with the 
penalty. 

“I thought we started 
alright but I wasn’t sure it 
was a penalty. 

“Let’s not kid ourselves, 
they were better than us 
and deserved to win, but I 
thought our players gave a 
good account of themselves.” 

All the damage was done by 
half-time with Tom Field (2), 
Vibe and Romaine Sawyers 
adding to Yoann Barbet’s 
penalty for Brentford and 
eclipsing just a single Ayo 
Obileye reply for the non- 
League visitors. 

Eastleigh fought like tigers 
to keep a clean sheet after the 
break and might even have 
scored again themselves with 
sub Mikael Mandron and 
Obileye both unlucky. 

“The gap between these 
divisions is humungous. I 
just wanted us to give a good 
account of ourselves - and 
we did,” said Allen. 

“I’ve hugged every one of 
the players in the dressing 
room.” 

The Spitfires go from one 
big match straight into 
another on Tuesday (7.45pm) 
when third-placed Forest 
Green Rovers visit in the 
National League.

STEVE Claridge says Wimborne’s

His versatility, having also 
played at full-back, might have 
made him a useful addition to the 
bench today, but Spitfires man¬ 
ager Martin Allen said: We’ve got 
enough cover.

SAINTS are through to the 
League Cup semi finals 
for the first time since the 
19876/87 season. 

And, as they did 30 
years ago, they are facing 
Liverpool for a place in the 
Wembley final. 

The footballing landscape 
has changed out of all 
recognition since 1986/87, 
and here the Sports Pink 
delves into the Rothman’s 
Football Yearbook to 
bring you just some of the 
headlines from that season. 

• Prior to the campaign 
starting, Sunderland’s 
accounts showed that 
ex-Saints boss Lawrie 
McMenemy was probably 
the highest paid manager in 
the Football League. Though 
in the old Second Division, 
the Black Cats were paying 
McMenemy around £4,000 a 
week. 

Also in the north east, 
Middlesbrough - now 
coining it in as part of the 
Premier League - went 
into administration after 
the Inland Revenue took 
action over an unpaid bill of

around £115,000. Manager 
Bruce Rioch was among 
30 members of Boro’s non 
playing staff sacked by the 
administrator and the doors 
to their Ayresome Park 
ground were locked. As a 
result, Boro played their first 
home league game of 1986/87 
at Hartlepool’s stadium. 

A nasty sign of the time is 
a riot at a pre season friendly 
between Plymouth and 
Chelsea, where Police make 
22 arrests. 

• On the opening day of 
the Scottish League season, 
new Glasgow Rangers boss 
Graeme Souness is sent off 
on his debut in a defeat at 
Hibernian. 

Also making his Rangers 
debut is England defender 
Terry Butcher, after his 
£725,000 move to Ibrox - a 
record sum paid by a Scottish 
club. Rangers had also signed 
Norwich keeper Chris Woods 
for £600,000 - a British record 
fee for a goalkeeper.

1978/79 

Semi final first leg 
Leeds 2 Saints 2 


Saints were the underdogs 
when they travelled to Elland 
Road for the first leg of their first 
ever League Cup semi final on 
January 24,1979. 

Leeds were fifth in the top 
flight, five points off the leaders 
West Bromwich Albion. 

Jimmy Adamson’s side, though, 
had played three games more 
than the Baggies - and four more 
than second-placed Liverpool. 

Leeds were the joint top scorers 
in the First Division with 47 goals 
- 25 of them coming in 12 home 
games. 

Only the table topping Baggies, 
with 25 goals, had scored more 
than Leeds’ away total of 22. 

In contrast, Saints - down in 
12th place - had only scored 25 
goals in 22 league games. 

And only seven of those had 
come in 11 away matches, which 
yielded one win, three draws and 
seven defeats. 

Lawrie McMenemy had already 
taken his side to Elland Road in 
1978/79, and seen Leeds romp to a 
4-0 victory. 

Former England midfielder 
Tony Currie, Scottish winger Ar¬ 
thur Graham and defender Paul 
Madeley were all on target, with 
Ivan Golac adding an own goal. 

Four days before welcoming 
Saints to Yorkshire, Leeds had ex¬ 
tended their unbeaten league run 
to 10 matches by winning 2-1 at 
Tottenham - defender Paul Hart 
and striker Ray Hankin on target. 

In all competitions, Leeds had 
lost just once in 17 matches. 

Saints, for their part, had en¬ 
joyed a good December, with suc¬ 
cessive league wins against Bir¬ 
mingham (1-0), Manchester City 
(2-1 away) and Coventry (4-0) be¬ 
fore a 0-0 stalemate with Chelsea. 

January 1979 saw arctic tem¬ 
peratures sweep all over England, 
and Saints had only managed one 
league game in the month - a 2-0 
loss at Wolves - prior to making 
the trip to Leeds. 

It was against the odds, there¬ 
fore, that Saints claimed a 2-2 
draw. 


This is how Daily Echo journal¬ 
ist Peter East reported the game 


‘Saints last night forced open 
the doors of Wembley Stadium 
with a magnificent second half 
performance in the League Cup 
semi final first leg at Elland Road, 
despite having top scorer Phil 
Boyer sent off. 


But just 90 seconds after half¬ 
time, all had seemed lost for 
Saints. 

Already trailing to a 24th min¬ 
ute goal by captain Tony Currie, 
they were caught again when Ray 
Hankin netted a second and Leeds 
erupted with numbing chants on 
‘we’re our on way to Wembley.’ 

Saints were in the League Cup 
dustbin and Leeds were poised to 


snap down the lid. 

But a marvellous display of grit 
and determination sent that lid 
spinning away. 

Nick Holmes sparked the recov¬ 
ery with a perfect far post header 
in the 50th minute and then a 
breathtaking piece of finishing 
from Steve Williams 12 minutes 
later levelled the scores in readi¬ 
ness for next Tuesday’s second

as anyone to put Saints into the 
semi finals amd if he did have any 
consolation last night, it was that 
he gave over 90 minutes worth of 
effort before his bust-up with for¬ 
mer England midfielder Currie. 

Boyer, booked in the 40th min¬ 
ute for a bad looking foul on Bri¬ 
an Flynn, tried to give his defend¬ 
ers time to cover by moving in 


too close for Currie to take a free 
kick. 

Currie reacted by bouncing the 
ball against the striker’s midriff. 
Boyer answered that by bouncing 
the ball back over Curries’s head 
.. and referee Alf Grey sorted it 
out by booking both men. Unfor¬ 
tunately for Boyer, a second book¬ 
ing meant an early bath. 

But fortunately for Saints, their 


ten men only had eight minutes 
left to contain Leeds and they 
were in no mood to let anything 
slip. 

Their hustling, bustling ‘up and 
at em’ tactics had been unveiled 
at the very first whistle when a 
powerful surge by Ivan Golac had 
Leeds back pedalling to face a cor¬ 
ner after only 11 seconds. 

Golac went on to become a su¬ 
perb clamp on the skills of Eddie 
Gray as Saints reverted to being a 
methodical work force. 

Chris Nicholl and Malcolm 
Waldron quickly got to grips, too, 
with those big central attackers 
Ray Hankin and John Hawley. 

But, for me, the outstanding 
performer was left back David 
Peach, whose assortment of cup 
matches for Saints reached the 50 
mark last night. 

He produced a silver-lined 
showing against those storm 
clouds presented by Arthur Gra¬ 
ham on the Leeds right and sprin¬ 
kled it with his usual measure of 
attacking flair. 

In midfield, Saints never al¬ 
lowed Flynn and Currie to settle. 
Ball was the driver, but Holmes 
and Williams both fought for eve¬ 
rything in setting up a blockade 
which seldom allowed Leeds the 
luxury of bringing extra men for¬ 
ward. 

Their defenders, in fact, looked 
far less relaxed than usual with 
Terry Curran’s running on the 
right always threatening to ex¬ 
plode and then fulfilling that 
promise when he set up Holmes’ 
50th minute goal. 

Boyer and Trevor Hebberd had 
a mammoth task in the middle 
and they met the challenge im¬ 
pressively. 

They may not have scored, but 
Leeds’ back four love playing in 
midfield.Boyer, Hebberd and Cur¬ 
ran made them defend.’ 

McMenemy told the Echo after¬ 
wards: “This club is all about pro¬ 
gress and tonight proved we have 
made a lot, even since November 
when we lost 4-0 here. 

“Their second goal was too close 
to half-time for comfort, but our 
first deflated them a bit and our 
second deflated them even more.

Saints’ equaliser had come from 
an unlikely source.

Semi final second leg

There were fears the second leg 
at The Dell would be postponed 
for 24 hours due to overnight frost 
on an already saturated pitch. 

But the Echo spoke to referee 
Clive Thomas on the morning of 
the game, and the Welshman said: 
“We’re in business. The grounds¬ 
man has done a fantastic job and 
the game is on. 

“It’s soft on the top and it will 
take a stud. I don’t foresee any 
problems.” 

Leeds boss Jimmy Adamson 
said: “We like as nice a surface as 
possible to play on, but this is bet¬ 
ter than I expected. 

“I came into Southampton this 
morning expecting to be told 
that we’d have to wait another 24 
hours.” 

History records that winger 
Terry Curran’s early goal took 
Saints back to Wembley. 

Curran had never previously 


netted for the club, and he would 
never score again for them. 

This is how the Daily Echo’s 
front page reported the news the 
following day... 

‘Red and white or yellow and 
blue. Saints are on their way to 
Wembley for the third time in 
three years after last night’s dra¬ 
ma-packed semi-final triumph 
against Leeds United. 


The colours will come later. All 
Saints’ fans were interested in 
last night was the fact that their 
heroes will be playing the League 
champions and League Cup hold¬ 
ers Nottingham Forest in the final 
on March 17. Forest themselves 
play in red and white. 

Even Manchester United will 
have to sit back and wait, for they 
were due at The Dell on March 


17 and now that all-ticket league 
game will be put off to another 
date. 

The celebrations were given an 
early start last night with former 
Forest winger Terry Curran scor¬ 
ing the all-important goal in the 
11th minute. 

A crescendo of noise erupted as 
Curran’s shot bugled the net and 
the euphoria grew as the night

went on, reaching a deafening 
climax when Welsh referee Clive 
Thomas signalled the end. 

Players were mobbed on their 
way back to the tunnel by thou¬ 
sands of fans who swarmed onto 
the pitch and waited in front of 
the directors’ box to give the team 
a swinging, swinging celebration 
salute. 

Wembley, once a dream, was 


again a reality. And a place in the 
League Cup final will complete a 
hat-trick for manager Lawrie Mc- 
Menemy and two of his players, 
Nick Holmes and David Peach. 

All three were involved in both 
the FA Cup final against Man¬ 
chester United and the FA Char¬ 
ity Shield against Liverpool in 
1976, and now they can complete 
the set.” 


On the back page, Peter East 
had this to say... 

‘Terry Curran, the £60,000 right 
winger signed from Derby County 
at the start of the season, repaid 
the transfer fee with a massive 
dividend when he scored the goal 
which last night booked Saints 
a ticket to the League Cup final 
at Wembley against the holders, 
Nottingham Forest. 


Curran’s super goal - his first 
for Saints - came in the 11th min¬ 
ute after a magical move inspired 
by Trevor Hebberd, an unsung 
hero who cost nothing. 

As Saints built up against a 
Leeds defence they were begin¬ 
ning to mesmerise, Hebberd 
pushed a pass to Nick Holmes and 
then, after skipper Alan Ball had 
sent him darting forward on the 
left, he worked a quick one-two 
with Holmes. 

That left Hebberd clear, Leeds’ 
defence was falling apart at the 
seams, and when the 20-year-old 
lad from Alresford drove the ball 
low across the Leeds’ goalmouth, 
left back Frank Gray failed to 
clear and Curran came in with 
the goal at his mercy and Wemb¬ 
ley in his sights. 

The winger brought the ball 
under control, steadied himself, 
and then sent a shot crashing into 
the roof of the net past a helpless 
Leeds goalkeeper David Harvey. 

The Dell erupted and from then 
on, it was singing all the way as 
Saints produced a two-legged 
aggregate result which made a 
mockery of the 4-0 defeat they 
suffered at Leeds in the First Di¬ 
vision in November. 

Once again, a tactical master¬ 
stroke had a major bearing on the 
way the game went. 

With everyone expecting him 
to bring in striker Tony Sealey 
or goalscoring midfield man 
Graham Baker in place of the 
suspended Phil Boyer, manager 
Lawrie McMenemy called on de¬ 
fender Manny Andruszewski and 
plonked him on the heels of the 
immensely skilful Leeds skipper 
Tony Currie. 

Currie, whose talents had 
dogged Saints in the 4-0 drubbing 
at Elland Road and in the 2-2 draw 
in the first half of last week’s 
game at Leeds was blotted out. 

And there was an extra bonus 
from Andruszewski’s impressive 
performance. With Currie taken 
out of the game, Saints’ skipper 
Alan Ball was allowed all the 
freedom he needed to prod and 
prompt Saints through the game. 

With Chri Nicholl and Malcolm 
Waldron a formidable pair in the 
middle of the defence, Leeds’ big 
strikers Ray Hankin and John 
Hawley looked lost for long spells 
and it was surprise when Leeds 
manager Jimmy Adamson finally 
lost faith in the 64th minute and 
replaced Hawley with Welsh in¬ 
ternational Carl Harris. 

There was, admittedly, the odd 
frantic scramble in the Saints 
penalty area and after a hot shot 
from Hawley had bounced off 
goalkeeper Terry Gennoe’s chest 
and been saved at the second at¬ 
tempt, Flynn had a curling shot 
pushed for a corner by the Saints 
goalkeeper.

But Saints, pushing full backs 
Ivan Golac and David Peach for¬ 
ward down the flanks and always 
looking for the chance to get Nick 
Holmes and Steve Williams going 
through the middle in support of 
Curran and Hebberd, were doing 
their stuff too. 

And Leeds were visibly losing 
their cool. Unbeaten in their pre¬ 
vious 11 away games, they were 
no longer the all-confident free- 
scoring unit they had been in re¬ 
cent games and frustration began 
to creep in. 

Saints came smiling through 
and then, in the 70th minute, 
when Gennoe made a brilliant 
full length diving save to keep out 
a shot from Currie, one began to 
get the feeling it was all over. 

Gennoe had another save to 
make in the 75th minute when 
Flynn hammered in a fierce long 
range shot, but Leeds were fading 
fast. 

And after directing the drama 
on the pitch, Mr McMenemy 
came scrambling out of the dug- 
out eight minutes from time to 
conduct the choir on the terraces.

‘Scores of half-drunk, shout¬ 
ing, missile-throwing Leeds fans 
made the Saints victory last night 
‘the worst match of the season’ 
for Hampshire Police at The Dell. 

But a major confrontation be¬ 


tween rival fans was averted by 
the news and strengthened fence 
erected by Southampton Football 
Club at The Archers Road end of 
the ground. 

Police ‘souvenirs’ of last night’s 
Saints League Cup triumph to¬ 
day included a number of stones, 
bottles and metal nuts thrown by 
Leeds supporters from the Arch¬ 
ers Road terraces. Several people 


were treated for injuries by St 
John Ambulance volunteers. 

At least two Leeds supporters 
were detained at Southampton 
General Hospital, allegedly in¬ 
jured in fights with rival fans.” 

There was no happy ending for 
Saints, sadly. 

Nottingham Forest retained 
the League Cup with a 3-2 Wem¬ 
bley success, after Saints had led 


through goals from David Peach 
and Nick Holmes. 

Leeds only lost four out of their 
last 17 top flight games to finish 
fifth, while Saints won only two 
of their last 14 to finish 14th. 

Semi final hero Terry Cur¬ 
ran would only play five more 
league games for Saints prior to 
dropping down two divisions to 
sign for Sheffield Wednesday for

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Who is the 
new Swans 
boss? 


New Swansea boss Paul 
Clement has an impressive 
CV after winning some of 
football’s biggest trophies 
during his coaching career, 
and he is hugely respected 
within the game. 

Here, the Sports Pink 
lists five things you may 
not have known about the 
44-year-old. 

1 Clement is the brother 
of former West Brom 
defender Neil and son of 
former QPR and England 
defender Dave. 

Unlike them, though, 
Clement’s playing career 
did not progress beyond 
non-league level and he 
concentrated on coaching 
from the age of 23. 

2 Clement worked at 
the Chelsea centre of 
excellence while at the 
same time holding down 
a job as PE teacher at 
Glenthorne High School in 
Sutton, Surrey. 


3 Clement obtained a 
UEFA ‘A’ coaching licence 
in 1999 and qualified as a

full-time coach a year later, 
when he made the short 
trip to Fulham to join their 
academy set-up. 

He also worked with 
the Republic of Ireland 
Under-21 team and briefly 
coached under Steve Kean 
at Blackburn. Clement has 
since been involved with 
some of the biggest clubs 
in Europe. 

4 Working as Carlo 
Ancelotti’s number two at 
Chelsea, Paris St Germain, 
Real Madrid and Bayern 
Munich, Clement has 
enjoyed plenty of success. 

Ancelotti has described 
Clement as “one of 
the most dynamic and 
intelligent coaches” he had 
worked with. 

5 Before his ill-fated 
stint with Derby County, 
Clement was linked with 
the QPR and Sunderland 
jobs. He was sacked by the 
Rams with the club sitting 
fifth in the Championship 
following 14 league wins.

Paul Clement’s appointment as 
Swansea boss has given the Pre¬ 
mier League another manager 
who never played the game pro¬ 
fessionally. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a 
look at five other figures who also 
defied the lack of a professional 
playing career to manage in the 
top flight of English football. 

ANDRE VILLAS-BOAS 

(Chelsea 2011-2012, Tottenham 
2012-2013) 

The Portuguese owes his coach¬ 
ing career to Bobby Robson. Start¬ 
ing as a teenager, he obtained his 
coaching qualifications while 
working under Robson at Porto. 

He served as an assistant to Jose 
Mourinho before taking the top 
job at Liga side Academica aged 
just 32. 

The following year he won the 
league and cup double and the Eu- 
ropa League in his one season at 
Porto before heading to Chelsea, 
where he was dubbed the new 
Mourinho. 

But he lasted less than a season 
with the Blues, and little more 
than one at Tottenham, before 
stints at Zenit St Petersburg and, 
now, Shanghai SIPG. 

BRENDAN RODGERS 

(Swansea 2010-2012, Liverpool 
2012-2015) 

Rodgers was a professional with 
Reading, but never played a com¬ 
petitive game before knee prob¬ 
lems forced his retirement aged 
20 . 

He made his name at the Chel¬ 
sea Academy, again under Mour¬ 
inho, before brief stints as boss at 
Watford and Reading. 

He led Swansea to promotion to 
the Premier League and his suc¬ 
cess in Wales earned him the Liv¬ 
erpool job, where he came within 
a whisker of winning the league 
title in 2014. 

He was sacked in 2015, taking 
the Celtic job last summer. 

AVRAM GRANT 

(Chelsea 2007-2008, Portsmouth 
2009-2010, West Ham 2010-2011) 

The Israeli began his coaching 
career in his teens, working his 
way up to become manager of Ha- 
poel Petah Tikva. Two separate 



spells at Maccabi Tel Aviv and 
Maccabi Haifa, as well as a four- 
year stint in charge of the Israel 
national team, followed, before in 
2006 taking up a technical direc¬ 
tor role at Portsmouth. 

In 2007 he became director of 
football at Chelsea and took over 
as boss that September following 
Mourinho’s exit. 

An unpopular appointment 


with fans, he still led the club to 
the 2008 Champions League fi¬ 
nal, which they lost on penalties 
to Manchester United, before he 
was dismissed at the end of the 
season. 

Short spells at Portsmouth, 
whom he led to the FA Cup final, 
and West Ham followed, while he 
is now coach of Ghana. 

ROY HODGSON 

(Blackburn 1997-98, Fulham 
2007-2010, Liverpool 2010-2011, 
West Brom 2011-2012) 

After failing to break into the 
Crystal Palace first team, Hodg¬ 
son dropped into non-league, be¬ 
ginning his managerial career 
with Halmstad in Sweden in 1976. 

He has since coached across Eu¬ 
rope and beyond, including the 
national teams of Switzerland, 
United Arab Emirates, Finland 
and, most recently, England. 

His greatest success with a Pre¬ 


mier League club came at Ful¬ 
ham, whom he improbably saved 
from relegation in 2008 and led to 
the Europa League final in 2010. 

RON NOADES 

(Crystal Palace 1998) 

The former Palace owner and 
chairman, who died aged 76 just 
over three years ago, had a brief 
spell as caretaker manager of the 
Eagles. He took charge for two 
matches after their relegation 
from the Premier League was 
confirmed, after Attilio Lombar¬ 
do’s seven-game stint in charge 
was brought to an abrupt end. 

• In addition, the most suc¬ 
cessful manager in Saints’ his¬ 
tory - Lawrie McMenemy - never 
played a professional game either. 
That didn’t stop him winning the 
Fourth Division title with both 
Doncaster and Grimsby, before 
going on to lift the FA Cup with 
Saints.

With the European transfer win¬ 
dow open, the Chinese Super 
League is expected to tempt more 
big names with its riches. 

The free-spending teams of the 
division are targeting some of 
the game’s biggest stars, with the 
likes of Real Madrid’s Cristiano 
Ronaldo and Dortmund’s Pierre- 
Emerick Aubameyang the most 
recent names to be linked. 

But what is the history behind 
the Super League and can its re¬ 
cent growth continue exponen¬ 
tially and go unchecked? Here, 
the Sports Pink answer the key 
questions. 

Is the Chinese Super 
League a new idea? 

Only relatively. The origins of 
the Super League lie in a rebrand¬ 
ing of the football pyramid in 
China which came about in 2004. 

In the inaugural season, 12 
teams contested, with the league 
expanding to 16 sides in the cur¬ 
rent format. 

Much of this went largely un¬ 
noticed throughout the world of 
football. That was until last year 
when the Chinese government set 
out on a path to turn the country 
into a super-power of the game. 

Targeting qualification to World 
Cups by developing their own na¬ 
tional talent, as well as hosting 
the finals, the companies that own 
the 16 Super League clubs have 
looked to garner favour by at¬ 
tracting big names and investing 
more in the game at grassroots 
level - one of the ultimate aims of 
China’s president Xi Jinping. 

So, that is why the 
clubs can afford to pay 
huge fees? 

Pretty much. 

Last January was a watershed 
moment as, unlike with other 
failed attempts to kick-start a 
football revolution across the 
globe, Super League outfits were 
able to attract big-name talent 
still at their peak and coveted by 
other, more traditional clubs. 

Both Didier Drogba and Nicolas 
Anelka had turned out for Shang¬ 
hai Shenua previously but they 
were long-gone before the boom. 

A year ago, the likes of Jackson 
Martinez, Ramires of Chelsea, 


Gervinho and Alex Teixeira all 
opted to relocate to China, with 
Hebei China Fortune’s signing 
of Ezequiel Lavezzi from Paris St 
Germain arguably the most eye¬ 
catching deal. 

Managers have also been at¬ 
tracted to China, with a host of 
successful coaches now plying 
their trade in the Super League 
such as Luiz Felipe Scolari, An¬ 
dre Villas-Boas, Gus Poyet, Ma¬ 
nuel Pellegrini, Felix Magath and 
Fabio Cannavaro. 

That is just one 
window, though? 

There was another big deal to be 
made during the summer window 
as Brazil forward Hulk moved to 
Shanghai SIPG from Zenit. 

The deal broke the transfer re¬ 
cord in Chinese football and Hulk 
became one of the best-paid play¬ 
ers in the world as a result. 

That move was followed by 


Saints striker Graziano Pelle 
moving to Shendong for £13m - 
and a phenomenal weekly wage 
believed to be over £200,000, mak¬ 
ing him one of the most highly 
paid players in the world. 

This January has already seen 
Oscar and John Obi Mikel depart 
Chelsea for Super League clubs, 
while Axel Witsel claims to have 
turned down a move to Juventus 
to join Tianjin Quanjian. 

The biggest signing was that of 
former Manchester United, Man¬ 
chester City and Juventus striker 
Carlos Tevez, who joined Shen¬ 
ua on a deal believed to net the 
32-year-old in excess of £600,000 a 
week. 

So does that mean the 
Super League will just 
continue to grow? 

Not quite. 

There is already a cap on the 
number of overseas players each 


squad can register, with clubs al¬ 
lowed four foreign players and 
one from another Asian Football 
Confederation member country. 

But dubs can still 
spend what they want 
on those 
overseas stars? 

For the time being, yes. 

But China’s General Admin¬ 
istration of Sport has recently 
accused Super League clubs of 
“burning money” and suggested 
it will look at capping big spend¬ 
ing in the future to “ensure fa¬ 
vourable financial conditions.” 

The introduction of such meas¬ 
ures is likely to see an end to con¬ 
stant increases in transfer fees 
and wages as the league levels 
out and President Jinping’s am¬ 
bitions of homegrown players 
improving and being given the 
chance to play alongside some 
elite stars will bear fruit. 


The Bridge 
exodus... 

John Obi Mikel has become 
the latest Chelsea player to 
join the Chinese Super League 
revolution after announcing 
he was ending a 10-year stay 
at Stamford Bridge to sign for 
Tianjin TEDA. 

He is not the first Blues 
player to walk away from 
Stamford Bridge and end up in 
the Asian country. 

Here are the others: 

NICOLAS ANELKA 

Submitted a transfer request 
to leave Chelsea in December 
2011 and signed for Shanghai 
Shenhua the following month. 
Scored just three times in 22 
appearance before going on 
loan to Juventus the following 
year. 

DIDIER DROGBA 

Carried Chelsea to 
Champions League glory 
before opting to join Anelka 
at Shanghai Shenhua. 

Scored eight times from 11 
appearances but, despite 
signing a two-and-a-half-year 
deal, he signed for Galatasaray 
six months after his arrival in 
China. Returned to Chelsea to 
great fanfare for the 2014-15 
season. 

DEMBA BA 

Joined Shanghai Shenhua 
18 months ago from Besiktas 
on a three-year deal with an 
annual salary 
reported to 
be worth 
more than 
£5million. 

Scored 14 
times in 18 
matches last 
year before Mikel John Obi. 
suffering a 

horrible leg break in July. 

RAMIRES 

Signed for Jiangsu Suning 
from Chelsea 12 months 
ago in a deal believed to be 
worth £25million - a Chinese 
Super League record that 
would be broken twice in the 
following 10 days. The Brazilian 
midfielder was sent off on his 
debut but helped his new club 
finish runner-up to Guangzhou 
Evergrande in the league. 

OSCAR 

Joined Brazilian comptratiot 
Ramires out of the door at 
Stamford Bridge last month 
after finding himself out of 
favour with manager Antonio 
Conte. However, Chelsea 
cashed in as they received 
a reported £52million from 
Shanghai SIPG, which gave 
the Blues a handsome profit 
of around £30million on the 
midfielder they bought from 
Brazilian club Internacional in 
2012 .

South Africa captain Faf 
du Plessis was disappointed 
with Kyle Abbott’s decision. 

He said: “I care so much 
about him and I want 
him to play well for South 
Africa, I want him to do 
well, I want him to perform 
on the biggest stage in the 
world because I feel he’s 
an amazing cricketer and 
there’s no better place to do 
it than play international 
cricket. 

“We did get together, spoke 
to Kyle, tried to change his 
mind, but Kyle’s already set 
up exactly what he wanted 
to do.” 

Abbott, who previously 
played for Hampshire as 
an overseas player in 2014, 
made 10 Test appearances 
alongside 28 in one-day 
internationals and 21 in T20 
internationals. 

Abbott confirmed he made 
his decision five months ago 
and added: “There were a 
couple of evenings when I 
went to sleep thinking, ‘have 
I made the right decision?’ 
but I’ve always woken up the 
next morning going, ‘actually 
I have’.”

“I don’t think anyone can 
question my commitment to 
South Africa. 

“If I wasn’t committed I 
would have done this a long 
time ago.” 

Rossouw had played 51 
limited-overs internationals 
but had yet to make his Test 
debut. 

CSA chief executive 
Haroon Lorgat had said in 
a statement that it was “a 
disappointing day not just 
for South African cricket 
but also for international 
cricket”. 

In the press conference, he 
added: “If somebody gives 
up their right to play for the 
Proteas I’m afraid there’s not 
much more we can do. 

“We invest huge sums of 
money in every individual 
and we take Rilee by way of 
example. 

“The last I don’t know how 
many months we’ve been 
treating his injuries and 
investing in him and sadly 
there’s no return for us in 
the years to come.”

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HAMPSHIRE CRICKET 


HAMPSHIRE’S latest adopted 
South Africans promise much for 
2017. 

If they are half as successful 
as the likes of Barry Richards, 
Robin Smith, Neil McKenzie and 
Nic Pothas, Kyle Abbott and Rilee 
Rossouw will prove to be excel¬ 
lent signings. 

Their move to The Ageas Bowl 
was the talk of South Africa when 
the news was confirmed after the 
Proteas’ second Test against Sri 
Lanka on Wednesday. 

Abbott broke down in tears as 
he explained why he was giving 
up his South Africa career to re¬ 
turn to the county he helped to 
promotion in 2014. 

Both were trending on South 
African Twitter feeds for most of 
Thursday, while Rossouw’s deci¬ 
sion drew the ire of the South Af¬ 
rica coach Russell Domingo, who 
in an interview with Cricinfo, 
fumed: “Some of us have tried 
to get hold of him, and this is 
the truth, we got an email from 
him off his iPhone telling us he’s 
signed Kolpak. 

“He spelt my name wrong for 
starters. He wrote one L instead 
of two. That’s where we are. 
I am bitterly disappointed in 
him. That’s the bottom truth. He 
toured Australia as the back-up 
Test batsman. He was the next 
batsman in.” 

The anger that Rossouw’s de¬ 
cision provoked has echoes of 
Kevin Pietersen’s decision to 
move to Nottinghamshire and 
qualify for England, arguably 
more so given that he has already 
played 51 limited-overs interna¬ 
tionals and is still only 27. 

There is no doubt that South Af¬ 
rica’s loss is Hampshire’s gain. 

Little more than three months 
ago Giles White’s side was reeling 
from relegation, two years after 
Abbott helped them to promotion. 

Now, following their reprieve 
at Durham’s expense, they have a 
squad well capable of finishing in 
the top half of the County Cham¬ 
pionship. 

Hampshire’s double swoop has 
also drawn criticism in England, 
particularly from Durham fans 
furious that a county with a repu¬ 
tation for consistently producing 
England players has been penal¬ 
ised in favour of a county now 
bringing in overseas players on 
top of Australian George Bailey. 

Hampshire have other Kolpak 
players in their ranks in Fidel 
Edwards and Brad Wheal while 
Sean Ervine gave up his Zimba¬ 
bwe career for Hampshire more 
than a decade ago. 

Nine years after Northampton-

shire and Leicestershire fielded 
13 Kolpak players between them, 
Hampshire have been branded 
the new ‘Kolpakshire’ by some. 

They have added Abbott and 
Rossouw to a squad already in¬ 
cluding Fidel Edwards, a year af¬ 
ter Tino Best’s chequered season 
at The Ageas Bowl. 

With their international ca¬ 
reers over, Edwards and Best cap¬ 


italised on the Kolpak ruling in 
the twilight of their careers. 

But Abbott, 29, and Rossouw, 27, 
no doubt aware that Brexit may 
well bring to an end the EU-trade 
loophole allowing West Indians 
South Africans and Zimbabwe¬ 
ans to play county cricket as non¬ 
overseas players, arrive at their 
peak. 

Pothas and McKenzie were 


Hampshire’s last Kolpak sign¬ 
ings. 

Pothas’s case was slightly dif¬ 
ferent in that he also had a Greek 
passport which enabled him to be 
England- qualified before the end 
of his career. 

They were both South Africa 
internationals, but Pothas had 
played the last of his three one-

Abbott likened South Africa’s 
fast bowling resources to the 
wicketkeeping strength that per¬ 
suaded Pothas to move to Hamp¬ 
shire when he said: “The guys 
that were ahead of me[Steyn, 
Philander and Morkel], how can I 


argue their place in the side? 

“It’s like the Boucher pe¬ 
riod, where no other keeper 
can get in ahead of him.” 
But unlike Pothas and McKenzie, 
Abbott and Rossouw have made 
the move at a time when they are 
key players in South Africa’s cur¬ 
rent set-up. 

It is not the first time Hamp¬ 
shire director of cricket Giles 


White has made a double Kolpak 
swoop. 

Six years ago, he signed bats¬ 
man Johann Myburgh and seam- 
er Friedel de Wet, but both were 
released at the end of the 2011 
season 

Myburgh has since made a 
name for himself at Somerset but 
De Wet, who had played two Tests, 
only played six more first-class 


matches. 

Myburgh and De Wet were rela¬ 
tively unknown at the time but 
Hampshire know all about Ab¬ 
bott , who took 36 Championship 
wickets at 20.33 in nine division 
two matches in 2014. 

He is also the reason Hampshire 
have signed his friend and former 
Proteas teammate Rossouw. 

Last year I was fortunate to 
meet the esteemed former Times 
cricket correspondent John 
Woodcock, a Hampshire vice- 
president from Longparish, who 
described the county as a League 
of Nations side. 

It is true to say that Gareth Berg 
was also born in South Africa, 
while Ervine has been a mainstay 
since 2005 and Brad Wheal will be 
around for a long while yet, hav¬ 
ing left South Africa as a teenager 
two years ago. 

But no-one can accuse Hamp¬ 
shire of not producing English 
talent. Liam Dawson and James 
Vince have played for England in 
all formats in the last year, with 
the former now in India with the 
limited-overs squad. 

And in Lewis McManus, Tom 
Alsop, Mason Crane, Brad Tay¬ 
lor and Joe Weatherley, they have 
five players with the potential to 
emulate the class of 2010, when 
the likes of Chris Wood, Danny 
Briggs and Michael Bates helped 
the county to T20 success. 

McKenzie and Pothas were both 
key mentors in the development 
of those players. 

No doubt Brad Wheal will thrive 
as an understudy to Abbott and 
Reece Topley should also benefit. 

With an increasing number of 
players away with England and 
England Lions, Hampshire need¬ 
ed additions, especially after the 
lessons of last seasons, when in¬ 
juries decimated a thin squad. 

It is good to see that chairman 
Rod Bransgrove remains as ambi¬ 
tious as ever after more than 15 
years in the role. 

He has been as good as his word, 
having spoken of the need for in¬ 
vestment in the playing resources 
at the end of last season. 

With a second overseas play¬ 
er to come for the Natwest T20 
Blast and Michael Carberry 
progressing well in his battle 
against cancer - he hopes to re¬ 
turn to training soon following 
a successful operation - there 
is much to look forward to. 
There is certainly no shortage of 
competition for places. Appetites 
have been well and truly whetted 
ahead of the opening game of the 
season against Yorkshire at Head- 
ingleyon April 7.
